Blackey requests 
family center 


The Blackey Community Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Committee 
has submitted an extensive pro- 
oe for a group of projects it 

opes will be undertaken in the 
community under the federal 
poverty program. 

There are numerous items in 
the plan, which was submitted 
to the Letcher County Economic 
Opportunity Committee, which 
in turn approved it and sent it on 
to the state Area Program Office 
in Frankfort. The county com- 
mittee advised the Blackey group 
to submit its proposal to Washing- 
ton also. 

Perhaps the chief item in the 
broad plan is a request for funds 
to establish a "Mountain Fam- 
ily Service Center"-- which would 
be something of a supermarket 
for services in health, education- 
al, recreational and vocational 
matters. 

Included in the family service 

center would be an out-patient 
clinic, an after-school study 
center, vocational counseling 
service, an arts and crafts cen- 
ter, housing for senior citizens, 
a model instructional farm, a 
community park, adult educa- 
tion, a youth center and voca- 
tional training. 

The Blackey area proposal was 
drafted by a steering committee 
which included Dr. and Mrs, Lun- 
dy Adams, Mrs. Lois Baker, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ike Caudill, Dexter 
Dixon, Darrell Bampteg. Jeff B. 
Mayes, Gladys Buckhold and Lou- 
isa L. Dixon. 

Mayes, principal of Letcher 
High School, called for exten- 
sion and improvement of servic- 
es at that school. 

There is a need, he said, for a 
classroom with equipment to car- 
ry on a program of instruction for 
illiterate adults; fine arts rooms 
for art and music instruction; a 
public library room and equip- 
ment; a senior citizens service 
center; officers for a doctor and 
a nurse; a heated emneag Dae 
and a gymnasium equipped for 
adult use. He also suggested a 
classroom for kindergarten in- 
struction and a "little theater" 
for community use. Mayes also 
noted that improvements are 
needed on the athletics field. 

Caudill said that schools need 
additional equipment, including 
maps, globes, educational mag- 
azines, new seats, file cabinets, 
phonographs, projectors, projec- 
tion screens, film strips, diction- 
aries, science kits, science tables 
equipped with gas and water, 
playground equipment, and more 
devoted and qualified teachers. 

He said space and equipment is 
needed for business education and 
that each school should have a 
full-time psychologist. 

Caudill also said music depart- 
ments are needed, with training 
in both voice and instruments. 
Musical instruments should be 
furnished at low rantal to students 
who acnnot afford them, he said. 

In the section of the proposal 
dealing with community health, 
Dr, Adams said there is a need 
for a community clinic staffed 
by at least one general physician, 
one registered nurse, one recep- 
tionist, one social worker and a 
hookkeeper. 

Dr, Adams also said a conva- 
lescent home or a nursing home 
type of institution should be lo- 
cated near the community clin- 
ic. 
In discussing the need for such 
facilities, Dr. Adams comment- 
ed: 

"There is an increasing number 
of elderly people who have no 
relatives or who have been aban- 
doned by their children (and) who 


are in need of convalescent home, 
nursing home or some sort of in- 
Stitutional care, This group wind 
up in the state mental hospitals 
where they have no business, or 
they are sent out of the area to 
nursing homes or custodial type 
institutions, There they soon 
die-of what medical parlance 
calls ‘acute rejection syndrome. 
These people, of course, should 
be kept in the area where they 
have lived all their lives. " 

A proposal! for a community in- 
structional farm" was presented 
by Darrell Hampton and County 
Agent Jimmie Arthur 

They urged that all welfare re- 
cipients who own land be requir- 
ed to grow a garden and said that 
the community farm garden would 
be a model for them to go by 

The instructional farm also would 
have a cannery to teach individ- 
uals how to can and store garden 
supplies. 

Other features of the community 
farm would be a mode! low-cost 
farm house, estimated to cost a- 
bout $5, 000; an apiary for the 
teaching of bee keeping; a berry 
and nut tract; sewing classes for 
all welfare recipients; a small 
lake for recreation; a timber plot 
for the teaching of good forestry 

ractices, and a poultry house 
oe the teaching of egg produc- 
tion, 

In a section of the report deal- 
ing with recreation, Mrs, Beulah 
Back commented that recreation- 
al facilities are needed for both 
the young and the adult citizen- 
ry. 
She suggested a gymnasium, an 


all-purpose sociat and recreational: 


room, an all-season swimming 
pool, an athletics field, an arts 
and crafts center, 

Mrs, Back also called for con- 
struction of a low-water dam on 
the North Fork of the Kentucky 
River at the mouth of Elk Creek 
for fishing, boating and swimming 
facilities. She also suggested the 
construction of a park f r the 
community on a mountain- top 
near Blackey, and the develop- 
ment of eh things as camping, 
sites, picnic areas, bicycle trails 
and horseback riding trails. 

In a section of the request cun- 
ceming road needs, prepared by 
Ray Back, the request was made 
for the repair or the surfacing of 
present streets and sidewalks in 
the Blackey community, con- 
struction of a low- water bridge 
and road across the proposed Tow 
water dam, the widening and 
blacktopping of the Elk Creek 
road, and construction of a road 
to the proposed community park. 

Back also proposed that a site 
be acquired for garbage disposal, 
that weekly garbage pickup be ~ 
started, that litter barrels 
placed in the area; that junked 
cars and other unsightly objects 
be removed from the highway 
rights-of-way, that the river 
and creek banks be cleaned up 
and tnat a oe disposal sys- 
tem be installed. 

In the section which requested 
"services to peopie,” Mrs, ike 
Caudill called for a community 
library containing trained per- 
sonnel; trained social workers 
stationed within the community; 
a community center similar to 
the YMCA and YWCA, with 
trained leaders; and a commun- 
ity water plant to provide pure 
water to every household. 

The project proposals did not 
contain any estimate of the pro- 
bable costs

At the risk ot appearing to quibble over what to some might be 
regarded as a minor issue, we would like to question the basic 
wisdom--the rightness--of coercing a large group of Eastern Ken~- 
tuckians into assuming roles as propagandists against forect fires. 

We readily aamit that almost any campaign to alert Eastern 
Kentucky and the public generally to the causes and dangers of 
forest fires is a worthwhile undertaking. But should a free A- 
merican citizen be coerced into becoming a spokesman for any 
cause, regardless of its worthiness? 

Yet, that is yey what is happening. 

According to Lyle Shoemaker, district forester with the Ken- 
tucky Division of Forestry, fathers of dependent children work - 
ing under the "jobless fathers" program are going to be required 
to pass out packets of fire prevention propaganda to their neigh- 
bors and to tell them about forest fire prevention, Further, said 
Shoemaker, each iobless father will be reanired to fill out a 
"family contact record” to return to his supervisor as evidence 
that he has fulfilled his role as propaganda agent, 

The question is, if the “jobless fathers" can be compelled to 
become propaganda agents for one federal reg today, what 
program will they become propaganda agents for tomorrow? 

‘Who is to make the decisions as to what is "good" or "bad" 
propaganda? 

Surely the right of free speech carries with it the right not to 
speak, the right not to be coerced into becoming agents for the 
dissemination of a point of view. 

We regard this latest incident as but one of a number of sim- 
ilar small incidents which, put together, begin to emerge into 
a pattern, And the pattern shows the unemployed, the jobless, 
not as human beings with the rights and privileges that go with 
free men everywhere, but as a new kind of serf who must be 
forced, who must be coerced--someone not quite worthy of the 
full rights of citizenship, 

We actually are punishing the poor because they are poor, 

And now, it seems, we are to take from them their basic rights 
because they are poor, 

Surely it is enough to require the unemployed to work at make- 
shift jobs that themselves lack dignity, at wages less than the re- 
quired federal minimum, in order to have barely enough to keep 
their families from starving, Must we now make them the vic- 
tims of any and every agency that comes along with a program

WASHINGTON --Congress should 
completelv overhaul the Appa- 
lachian development bill or it will 
"disappoint the hopes it has a- 
roused," a national weekly warns, 

"Appalachia's primary resource 
is coals mining Pi the only skill 
of the region's unemployed," says 
I, F, Stone in the weekly that 
bears his name, 

"A low-cost federal power pro- 

ram, using coal to generate e~ 
Fectricity at the mine mouth, 
would put the unemployed to 
work, attract industry to the re- 
gion and produce enough profits 
to finance schools, roads and 
other public works," : 

But Stone points out the bill be- 
fore Congress specifically prohib- 
its the use of funds “to finance the 

eneration, transmission or distri- 

ution of electric energy.” 

Passage of the bill means “those 
who have exploited Appalachia in 
the past will continue to do so with 
the pen ge > | of monopolists in a 
foreign land," he warns, 

He says public utilities and a 
“coalition of coal mine owners, 
the United Mine Workers Union 
and the railroads" have blocked 
a public power program for Ap- 
palachia, 

“The coal interest oppose any 
step that might offend the utili- 
ties, which have become primary 
purchasers of bituminous coal," 
Stone comments,
